As to a correct analysis of Dr. Riley's 
preaching, those who have already heard 
him many times have become familiar; 


nected with the movement were of the 
opinion that they had tho sanction of 
the Christ, Scripture generally, and the 
highest reason and sou idest experience 
in starting such a movement. 
Looking 
into Scripture they found that it had 
largely to do with the mighty outpour­ 
ing of tho Spirit of God upon churches, 
committees, prophets and entire nations, 
at such times when there seemed to be 
deadness and a waning interest in sacred 
things, the result being of great good to 
all concerned as it passed from spiritual 
conditions to things material and ethi 
cal. 
I t is a fact of the unpre judiced 
pages of history, that a nation or a civ­ 
ilization has never risen higher than its 
religious life, and the purer the religion 
the sweeter and saner its civilization. 
T hus reasoned tho local clergymen and 
members of their churches as it touched 
Brainerd, and to this end the campaign 
was started. Not that the churches 
were lifeless and doing nothing; far from 
it. The churches were very much alive, 
whether they wore directly interested 
in the movement-or not; but it was very 
evident that they were not doing their 
best along all lines, and with the hope 
of broader horizons and higher concep­ 
tions of Christian experience, and the 
desire to get interested in church work 
many hundreds who have never con­ 
nected themselves w’ith the Church of 
Christ, were the motives which impelled 
the series of religious meetings which 
have been in progress for the last month 
in our city. 
Intelligent men who 
look around 
know that thoro are times politically, 
when nearly 80 millions of American 
citizens are turned into debating so­ 
cieties and political parties are quick­ 
ened, numbers being brought into politi­ 
cal folds, because of the great interest 
shoFS* by leaders in the agitating and 
discussion of political, social, financial

A cam phor farm is being established 
near Floresville, Tex., under the a u ­ 
spices of the bureau of plant industry 
of the United S ta te s departm ent of a g ­ 
riculture, s a y s a Floresville special to 
the New York Tribune. 
The gov ern­ 
ment already lias a large camphor e x ­ 
perimental 
farm 
In 
operation 
near 
Wharton, Tex. 
It is believed by Dr. 
VV. J. Watkins, who is iii charge of tile 
experiments in T e xa s, that the new 
industry 
lins 
wonderful 
possibilities 
and that the time is not far distant 
When this state will 
tie one of the 
greatest camphor producing regions ii* 
the world. 
Thnt title is held by the Is­ 
land of Formosa, which is now under 
the control of the J a p a n e s e govern 
meat. 
The world’s supply of camphor 
now practically comes from Form osa. 
Dr. W atkins says. 
T he dem a n d for cam phor has in creas­ 
ed to such an extent iii the last few 
years that the attention of not only 
the United S tate s government, but of 
all of the leading foreign governmen ts, 
has been attracted to the product, and 
they are m akin g efforts to open up a 
new source of supply. 
T his is m a d e 
necessary by tile fact that in the m a n u ­ 
facture of modern explosives, which 
are used in high pow er guns, cam phor 
form s an important ingredient. 
Now 
that tile J a p a n e s e government controls 
the world’s supply of the product it is 
by no m ean s certain that it m a y be o b ­ 
tained in the desired quantities at all 
times in the future. 
In order to pro­ 
vide aga in st any such contingency a s 
this the growth of the camphor shrub 
is 
being 
encouraged 
In 
T e x a s 
aud 
Florida. 
The cam phor experimental fa rm at 
Wharton w a s established nearly a y ear 
ago. 
Tile shrubs have grown wonder­ 
fully well. 
They are now a s high as 
a m a n ’s head, and it is believed that 
they will quickly attain the siz.* o f a 
tree if permitted to stand. 
In F o r m o ­ 
s a the camphor tree grow s to a size of 
three or four feet in diameter. 
The 
process iii operation there for e x t r a c t ­ 
ing the cam phor is to chop the trees 
tiov a an I cut them into small pieces, 
from which tho cam phor is then d is ­ 
tilled. 
Dr. W atkins s a y s that he will adopt 
a different method of operation. 
He 
sow s the camphor seeds like wheat or 
oats, and the shrub quickly sprouts. 
When it has attained a height of about 
three feet it will be cut down by a 
mowing machine a t a height of about 
one foot from tho ground. T he severed 
portion will be put through the distil­ 
ling process and tho cam phor e x tr a c t­ 
ed. 
From 
the tender stubbl * other 
shoots will sprin g up. and the cutting 
process can be repented once a year for 
several years. It is said th at more and 
a better quality of camphor can be ob­ 
tained by 
this method than by the 
process that is in use in F orm osa . T he 
crop requires no attention except the 
sowing and harvesting. 
It Is said by Dr. W atkins th at at 
present prices one acre of cam phor 
would yield a profit of about $450.

City Council Wade Provisional 


Contract With Brainerd Hydro­ 


electric Company

All Members of Council I xcept 


Two Vote for it— One Mem­ 


ber l)o2s Not Vote 


The city council, by a vote of eight to 
ono directed tho mayor ami city clerk 
to enter into a contract with the brain 
erd Hydro Electric Power company for 
current for the period of twenty years, 
tho service to bepill within thirteen 
months from the date of the contract. 
This almost unanimous 
action 
was 
taken 
by the 
council 
after 
several 
months careful consideration in which 
they have sought the best expert ad­ 
vice obtainable and have also sought, 
w ithout avail to got somo definite state­ 
ment from tho owners of the water 
power here as to what they would do in 
tho matter of furnishing power after tho 
present lease had expired. 
Despite the counter attractions of 
the tabernacle meetings and of “A Poor 
R elation” at tho opera house thoro was 
a full attendance of members and a fair 
sprinkling of spectators at the adjourned 
m eeting of the city 
council Monday 
night. 
Every member was in his place 
when 
President Johnson 
called the 
m eeting to order. The m eeting opened 
under tho head of reports of committees. 
The electric light comm ittee, to whom 
was referred the proposition 
of the 
Brrinerd Hydro Electric 
Power com­ 
pany reported a contract and recom­ 
mended its adoption. 
The contract calls for the delivery of 
tho current at the company’s switch 
board, to be located between Fourth 
and Sixth streets and between Maple 
street aud tho railroad tracks. 
The 
minimum to be paid for is 000,000 k. w. h. 
at two cents per k. w. h., or a total of 
$1*2,000 per year minimum, and tho same 
rate for all over that amount used for 
lighting purposes. 
There are certain 
safeguards thrown around the contract, 
providing that tho company have five 
months in which to accept the contract 
and that it shall then execute a bond in 
tho sum of $10,000 binding them to bo 
prepared to furnish current within eight 
m onths from that time. If at tho expira 
tion of the thirteen months tho com­ 
pany had spent $100,000 in tho construe 
tion of a dam, etc., and were going on 
in good faith, they should 
have five 
m onths more in which to complete the 
work, but should pay the city, if de­ 
manded, tho sum of $2,(XX) for t*.-. md 
every month of that delay as liquidated 
damages. 
It was the sense of the coun 
cil that if any delay through inability 
to get machinery, because of strikes, 
floods, etc., should occur and the city 
was still able to secure power and con 
tinue the service of the present plant 
then only nominal damages should be 
exacted by the city, but if on the other 
hand tho city should for any reason be 
compelled to shut dowrn the plant be­ 
cause of inability to get power or should 
be compelled 
to 
replace 
expensive 
machinery during that tim e then the 
full penalty should be exacted. 
Alderman Twohey wanted to know if 
the contract if executed would prevent 
the council from getting laws passed by 


the present legislature empowering the 
city to bond for tho erection or pur­ 
chase of electric light or water works 
plants. 
Attorney Polk assured the council 
that it would not, neither would it in 
any way prevent the city from 
investi­ 
gating any other possible sources of 
power during the fivo 
m onths’ option 
given the company. 
The city could go 
on and look up other sources and be 
ready, if they refused or wero unable to 
furnish tho bond at tho end of the five 
months, to c’oseot once with somo other 
source of power or energy. 
Alderman Houck delivered an earnest 
argument against the city signing any 
contract because in his opinion it was 
contrary to tho principles of municipal 
ownership. 
The 
people ho 
declared 
wanted municipal ownership from the 
ground up and would be satisfied with 
nothing else so far as his constituents 
were concerned. 
Alderman 
Twohey, his 
colleague, 
stated that he had from tho tir^t advo­ 
cated public meetings anti urged tho 
citizens to attend the meetings and learn 
all tho council was able to learn in re­ 
gard 
to the matter but that 
not one 
citizen from tho Third ward had taken 
enough interest to be present and inves- 
tagate tho matter or attend any m eet­ 
ing of tho council and that 
he felt un­ 
der no obligations to represent any man 
other than by voting as his own judg­ 
ment told him was right. 
Attorney Polk stated that in his opin­ 
ion the matter of municipal ow nership 
was not involved. 
That with any case 
of municipal ownership thoro must bo 
som ething bought to start with. 
Alderman 
Harrison was in favor of 
tho contract. 
Ho said it was not a 
question, in his opinion, of getting away 
from municipal ownership, but of get­ 
ting rid of a ramshackle electric light 
plant that was already inadequate to 
supply the needs of the city. 
Alderman 
Houck wanted to know’ 
where the city would be at if at the end 
of twenty years the company should de­ 
cline to renew tho contract. 
Alderman 
Farrar replied that would it have money 
from the earnings of the electric light 
department to build a plant then, which 
it had not now.

Mr. Ousdahl was called upon by one 
of the council and stated that he knew 
that the current could be produced 
by 
gas machines for less than two 
cents, 
Alderman Harrison took exception to 
Mr. Ousdal's assertion that he “knew” 
this to be a fact.

We have found 
the durum 
wheat 
to 
be especially 
adapted lo dry farmijig, and out in that 
western country, which used to be call­ 
ed a desert, the farmers have harvest­ 
ed 
between fifty anti sixty million 
bushels ibis y ar. but they can grow 
wheat only so I mg. 
It exhausts the 
soil after ti few crops. 
And they can­ 
not afford to give nature a rest and 
time to p o i ; re more plant food in her 
la burnt try I ‘cause they lose the use of 
the land. 
They cannot afford what 
we call ‘summer fall nving,’ which is 
plowing without ti crop, and it was up 
to tie* agricultural department to lint! 
some alternate crop, 
something for 
them t i rotate with. 
We have failed 
to make plants that need moisture 
grow in the dry regions, and if we 
conquer the desert, if we get the most 
there is out of the arid and semiarid 
regions, we've got to ll nil plants that 
will endure the severe winters; that 
will grow in dry ground anil pay the 
farmers a profit. 
That’s tile problem 
before us. 
“Up In the middle of northern Asia, 
which Is called ‘the roof of the world,’ 
the people have been successfully cul­ 
tivating many plants under similar 
conditions and iii similar soil. 
So I 
sent Professor Hansen of the Univer­ 
sity of South Dakota over to hunt for 
such as tire suitable for our semiarid 
belt and will rotate with durum wheat 
till the way from the ‘Panhandle’ to 
Alaska. 
Fit* lifts been three times In 
Russia and twice in Siberia. 
His first 
trip was made in ISP! for study. 
Tile 
department of agriculture sent bim 
over in 185)7 on ti plant hunting expedi­ 
tion, anti lie brought back some very 
important samples. 
I sent him again 
In DMM), ami he bas just returned with 
three kinds of alfalfa 
two that will 
grow lit dry soil with light rainfall 
and intense cold and one that will 
grow in tin* woods. 
They are entirely 
new varieties, but have been gtmwn 
on tho cold, dry st yipes of northern 
Asia for e -atune.-;. 
They have a yel­ 
low flower, while our alfalfa has a 
blue flower. 
Professor Han-en will 
take the needs out to South Dakota, 
plant them and cultivate them so as to 
get. tile lata est possible yield, and then 
we will distribute seed a m in , Iii-* 
farmers oi tho arid belt to use .as a 


complement to wheat tis a rotating ! 
crop, and we hope they will do the 
business and enable the people of the 
dry bolt to make a crop every year. 
“In addition to this hardy alfalfa 
Professor Hansen brought back several 
new species of clover, with which the 
natives of northern Siberia fatten their 
stock and make hay. 
It grows In the 
coldest regions in a short summer, with 
very little rainfall, and we hope that 
it will do tis well on this side of the 
world tinder similar conditions, 
“Congress has passed an alcohol law 
in anticipation of the time when our 
people will have to go to tin* fields for 
light and power, and it was up to tin* 
agricultural 
department 
to 
provide 
them with the best plants In existence 
to make alcohol from. Professor H an­ 
sen was on tin* lookout for such things 
also. lie investigated the alcohol busi­ 
ness In the countries he visited ami 
brought It une seventeen barrels of 
what 
are 
called 
‘alcohol 
potatoes,’ 
which will grow in dry ground an I 
turn out COO or boo bushels to the a re. 
They are full of alcohol and arc also 
very valuable for fattening Stock. I»ut 
they have a coarse fiber and are ii >t 
delicate enough for table use. We ex­ 
pect to Introduce those potatoes among 
the farmers of the United States ami 
make 500 gallons of alcohol an aero 
from them. We propose to distribute 
them among the experiment stations 
throughout the United States to he 
planted next spring. 
"Professor Hansen brought back scv 
eral other interesting and valuable 
plants, but these are the tilings I sent 
him for, and he brought them. Han­ 
sen Is a man who does things. He is 
att Intelligent, intrepid fellow, full of 
resources, 
and 
nothing 
stops 
him. 
When lit: sees anything of value he 
knows it. and when he goes after any­ 
thing he gets it. Up at Tomsk, in east­ 
ern Siberia, he was unable to find any 
c lo v e r se e d , s o he went out and bought 
a load of hay In the market and hired 
men to pick the seed out of It.”

One story about McDonald's action 
in defending a prisoner from a mob 
bent on lynching was illustrative of 
Mr. Culberson’s statement that never 
in the history of the Texas rangers had 
a prisoner been taken away from one 
of I h un by a moi). 
McDonald was 
appointed captain of the rangers on 
Cub or -a's sttgge thin, 
lei when Cul­ 
berson I elaine govern r of Texas he 
renewed the appointment. 
That was 
about twelve years ago. 
One day two men robbed the bank 
at Wichita Falls and shot tin1 cashier. 
The case was turned oved to McDon­ 
ald. 
The ranger captain, with it few 
men, captured one thief and killed the 
other. 
Tho prisoner was taken hack 
to Wichita Falls and put In jail. 
The 
town was greatly excited, and the dis­ 
trict judge telegraphed to Governor 
Culberson asking to have Captain Mc­ 
Donald, who had charge of the jail in 
the sheriff’s absence, specially warned 
to protect his prisoner. 
The governor 
sent tho order. 
It got to McDonald 
just before a mob appeared in front of 
the Jail. 
It was a mob bent on busi­ 
ness. and it cattie in broad daylight. 
“McDonald went out on the gallery 
In front of the jail," said Senator Cul­ 
berson, "carrying 
11 rifle and I don’t 
know how many guns in .addition to 
his usual arsenal. 
Ile was close to the 
mob and above It. 
Ile brought his 
rifle forward, ready for use, and shout­ 
ed out to the mob: ‘I’m here to protect 
this prisoner. 
I have special orders 
from the governor to see that lie gets 
a fair trial, aud I’ll protect his life 
with mine. 
If you get him you’ve got 
to get me first. 
You can do that, hut 
ITI get some of you before you do it. 
The first man that puts a foot 011 that 
jail step, by God, ITI kill! 
Now, you 
get out!’ 
"They did get out, and McDonald 
was left alone after that. 
It was four 
or five days before the sheriff came 
back, and meantime the excitement 
had died out, so that the judge thought 
It would In* safe for McDonald to go 
hack home and that danger of a lynch­ 
ing was over. 
McDonald turned his 
prison -t* over to the sheriff and took 
the train for home, hut before he had 
gone thirty miles a mob took the pris­ 
oner front the sheriff, hanged him to a 
telegraph pole in the middle of the 
town and lilied him full of bullets.” 
Another story was a 5 out a fight Mc­ 
Donald had with Sheriff Matthews of 
Childre s county, who had been anger­ 
ed with bim because the ranger had 
been se.it into the county to clean up 
work that the sheriff couldn’t handle. 
There were hard words between the 
two men about it, and finally Matthews 
went up to niiannah, the headquarters 
of McDonald, aud the men met on the 
street. 
They caught sight of each 
other at a distance of 200 or 300 feet 
and wa hied straight up to close quar­ 
ters. 
Wha 1 they were within a few 
feet of each other Matthews said: 
"We might as well come to ail un­ 
derstanding about this matter right 
now. McDonald.” 
“ All right,” responded the ranger; 
“I’m ready.” 
That sort of aa “understanding” be­ 
ing a gun fight, both men drew their 
pistols in an instant anil began fight­ 
ing. 
The citizens of Quannnh looked 
on from safe vantage aud presently 
saw tin* combatants enveloped in a 
ring of smoke. Out of this fog of fight 
lug 
McDonald 
presently 
emerged, 
walked to the edge of the sidewalk and 
sat down. 
Matthews sat down on the 
walk where the tight had taken place. 
Both were desperately wounded, and 
Matthews died In a few hours, after 
messages of reconciliation had been 
exchang'd with McDonald. 
"I knew Matthews was a dead shot,’ 
McDonald afterward said to Culbei 
son, “and that if I didn’t get him right 
at the start it would he all over with 
me.

I think that at present the life of 
tho Christina nations is near the line 
w hich separates the end of the old 
age from the beginning of the new 
ago, w rites Count Leo Tolstoi In the 
New' York American. 
I think that this 
Is the beginning of the great revolu­ 
tion which has boon preparing for al­ 
m ost 2,000 years throughout the Chris­ 
tian world, a revolution which Is to re 
place perverted Christianity and the 
m astery of som e and slavery of others 
em anating from It, by real Christian­ 
ity, by the recognition of the equality 
of all mankind based upon It and by 
real freedom for all people. 
I see the 
external signs of this in the Intensified 
struggle of the classes am ong all n a ­ 
tions, In the cold cruelty of the rich, In 
the anger and despair of the poor, in 
Hie senseless, mad, ever grow ing arm a­ 
m ents of all governm ents. 
Such are the general sym ptom s of 
the com ing revolution, or, rather, of 
the state of readiness for tho revolu­ 
tion, In w hich the Christian nations 
find them selves. 
T he historical signs 
or 
the 
Impulse 
which 
is 
to 
start 
the revolution are the recent Itussian- 
Japanese war and the outbreak of 11 to 
revolution am ong tile Russian people. 
The victory of the Japanese over the 
R ussians has dem onstrated to all m il­ 
itary nations that the military power is 
no longer in their hands, but bas p a s s ­ 
er, 
or will soon pass, to other un ­ 
c h r i s t i a n h a n d s , 
fur it will not 
be 
hard for all the un christian nations 
o f Asia and A frica that are op p ressed 
by the Christians to em ulate the e x ­ 
am ple of the Japanese, to lcnrn tile 
technique of tho w arfare of which w e 
are so proud, and not only free them ­ 
selves, but w ipe all the Christian g o v ­ 
ernm ents off the la ce of the earth.

There is 
the earth w ith its grass, Its forests, its 
pure air, the clear water, the sun, the 
birds, the anim als, and yet people are 
m aking terrible efforts and obstruct­ 
ing the sun from the view of other 
people and are erecting thirty-six story 
structures w here there are no trees or 
grass and w here everything—the w ater 
and the air—are foul, w here all food is 
adulterated and w h ere life Is hard, un­ 
wholesom e. 
Is not this a sign of the 
m adness of hum anity, which not only 
does 
these 
absurdities, 
but 
Is 
even 
proud of them? 
There are tim es w hen in the life of 
mankind, even as in the life of an In­ 
dividual, an error com m itted In the 
past is suddenly revealed, and the w ay 
to remedy 
that error also 
becom es 
clear. T hese are tim es of revolutions. 
Tlio Christian nations are at present in 
such a state as this. 
It would seem that it is natural for a 
m an w hose spiritual powers are not d e­ 
praved or w eak, w hen finding h im self 
In a hum iliating position, to say to him ­ 
self: “W hy should I do this? I w a n t to 
live my ow n life; I w a n t to decide for 
m yself w hat I like, w hat is useful to 
m e and w hat I am to do. 
L eave m e 
alone w ith your Russia, France, B rit­ 
ain. 
Let those that need them guard 
these countries.

don’t need them. 
You take everyth ing from m e by force. 
You can kill me, but I do not w ant to— 
I cannot and I will not—participate in 
m y ow n en slavem ent.’' 
It seem s that 
it would be natural to act thus, but no­ 
body does. 
Som e do not act thus because their 
Interests are so intertw ined with the 
interests of the ruling classes that this 
en slavem ent is profitable to them. Mr. 
R ockefeller cannot desire to refuse to 
obey the la w s of his land, because the 
la w s of that land m ake it possible for 
him to am ass and keep his millions to 
tile detrim ent of tho interests of the 
m ass of the people; nor can the direct­ 
ors of Mr. R ockefeller’s enterprises d e­ 
sire to refuse to obey such laws, nor 
can the servan ts of these directors nor 
the servants of these servants.

(J. Lewis of University City 
to A ndrew Carnegie, a -k in g him to co­ 
operate in endowing this u n iq u e libra­ 
ry. 
Mr. Lewis has written t h a t he will 
raise in University City a n d St. Louis 
nu a m o u n t equal to any su m Mr. Car­ 
negie might contribute. 
If Mr. Carne­ 
gie contributes #200,fIOO, th e mayor wil 
raise and contribute th a t sum, tin* for 
m er steel master's gift to be condition 
a1 upon Mr. Lewis securing his quota 
in a short time. 
Mr. Carnegie is to 
give either tin* building or the library. 
T he radical departure of this pro­ 
posed library from all existing ones 
lies in its working scheme, which is 
based on the cheap mail a n d express 
r a t e s f*»r printed matter.
